Because, more 
than any we have bad. it has disappointed 
the hopes aud deadened the generuus as- 
pirations of good men of all parties. + B3- 
cause it is doing mure to permanently disu- 
nite tha States than the gorerumeut of Jef 
erson Davis ever lid. Because its chief can 
conceive of no means of free government 
but military force, and no motive of public 
nation Lut private profit, Four years more 
of such an education in family patronage 
and martial law will so blunt the keen sen- 
sibilities of popular liberty that one ignos 
ble iucubas might as well remain a lix- 
ture. 

Now I believe that the democratic party 
is powcrlesa nlone to relieve us. 1 think 
it is without hope of carrying the next elce- 
tion. But. it there be a sanguino man who 
still hopes, even he is sane enough to know 
that the thin shadow of his faith would 
fade if he did not reckon in his roll the 
States lately in rebellion, and now liable 
to martial law, or some of thom. But the 
votes of these States will be really at the 
disposal of the party which controls Con- 
gross to count or reject, bovanse in regard 
to those States, unhappily, publio opinion 
at the North is so balanced thata resdlu- 
tion adopted by Congress to rejcot their 
votes, hy reason of alleged fraud or vio- 
lence perpetrated upon a part of their con - 
stituency, would not bo a manifest outrage 
upon decency Mi] free goverurzent.

it is difficuit to deside which alternative 
would iuflict the more irreparable injury 
upon the habit of free government., 

To dismiss an incompetent official ond 
avoid a geverhmental crisis, the Missouri 
policy offers the ouly reasonable possibility 
which isoffered. Should it succeed it 
might commaud a support at the North of 
such} a weight aud character that mou would 
no Wreger look upon the opposition as the 
mere stalking-horse ofa prowling rebel- 
lion, watching its chance to bring in a 
“white man's government,” It might 
concentrate a force of public opinion which 
would sufer uo tampering with the vote; 
and combing the scattered suffrages which 
united, would dispel the dull domination 
at Washington, and install a fit man in the 
White Mouse. 

But, while [ frankly avow my partiality 
for the project I do not blink the very 
serions obstacles to its adoption. It must 
subdue the pride of party and break the 
bands of party discipline. Now there are 
few more obstigate passions thau the 
sentimental devotion which men offer to 
that vague abstraction, party glory; aud 
not many of the cresds of theology ars as 
despotic awa platform.“ It will bo a 
diMeult task to bring a party yet glowing 
with the recollection of a mighty past, and 
but now burning with anticipations of a 
great future to yield the head of the column 
und the command of the field to allies who 
were yesterday enemies. Nor is thore 
any strong guaranty that these allies will 
not flinch at the last. Party leaders are 
seldom famous for the high moral courage 

yhich can abide unshaken tho stern pres- 
sure thas forbids the rupture of party ties. 
Bat if they dure tiing down the gauntle: 
for a ducl to the death with the President, 
it might be possible for th: democracy to 
rise to the beight where the humiliation of 
the parting is lost in the satisfaction of the 
patriot. 

But it is charged that the sacrifice will 
be vain, or worse-will surrender the whole 
scheme of democratic liberty, bare and 
bound, to its enemies, IL do not ao forebode 
the event I cannot believe that the pro- 
test against a dictatorial government can 
be weakened by joining a band which des 
serts it because it is hostile to civil liberty. 
Will enemies of corruption in office disband 
because they unite with those wle have 
sickened and turned away from the sight 
of corruption ? Can friends of tho chu— 
stitution preserve aud protect it more 
strenuously by refusing to hold up their 
hands who have forsaken their own friends 
rather than deface it further ? 

It secs to me, ou the contrary, that the 
strength of the support which this move- 
ment would briug to the rescue of the 
principios uf democracy would be in oxsot 
proportion to the severity of the blow to 
the pride of the democratic party. For 
those principles must bo dear indeed to 
men who cat abandon for thom an ancient 
aud honored name, and not lees precious to 
those who dare to follgw them oven through 
the scorn, conternpt and obloquy which 
await political treason. 

Wor my part, i shall be glad to humbly 
help tho coming of any government, so that 
its views be elevated, its action intelligent 
and pure, and its guide the constitution, 
no matter by whom it may be adminis- 
tered,

How to Clean. the Teeth, 


To secure proper cleanliness, ploas- 
ant taste, and purity of breath, the 
teeth ought to be cleaned five times a 
day; once after each meal, once be- 
fore retiring, and once ‘during the 
morning ablutions. In the morning, 
the brush and good powder should be 
used, -and the, mouth rinsed. After 
each-meal all particles of -food should 
be picked from between the teeth, and 
then the brush and clean water will 
be sufficient. At night the brush and 
water will answer, occasionally using 
a little Castile soap, and rinsing the 
mouth, The best tooth-pick is one 
maile from a quill, but aftor using, it 
should not be kept in the mouth the 
balance of the day, till it is mashed | 
into a ragged brush. The tooth brush 
should be applied so as to reach every 
accessible surface of the teeth, and so 
as to brush the food from between 
them; therefore it should be used 
backward and forward, and from side 
to side on tho grinding surfaces to 
clean out all the depressions, and up- 
ward and 1 in che divisions 
betwoon the teeth, inside and outside. 
Once or twice a week, or oftener, a 
silk thread, armed with powder, should 
bo drawn between all the teeth. So 
well do people generally appreciate 
the'necessity of keeping the teeth olean, 
thut about one in ten thousand takés 
such care of them. Ono of a thousand 
probably, goos through tho forin of 
cleaning them three times a day. A 
greater number clean them once a 
day, and that in the morning, allowing 
‘thp food from three meals to accumus 
late, putrify and ferment all day and 
all night till the next morning again. 
But the great majority of tho people 
don't clean them at all—and glory in 
it after. Many that do pretend to 
brush the teoth, rattle the brush along 
the row, just as a boy rattles his stick 
along the railings. This does about 
as much harm as good, packing th: 
particles of food and decomposing 
mucus nicely away between the teeth, 
and leaving untouched the grinding 
surfaces. It would be just as sensible 
to attempt to paint » fenco by rubbing 
the brush across the pickets, instoad 
of up and down.

The author of a work entitlod “Cy- 
clical Deluge,” recently published by 
Appleton & Co., argues that the ocean 
has grand secular tides of deluges, 
which occurs every ten thousani five 
hundred years, two in each cycle. of 
the equinoctial expression. The last 
deluge was that to which the traditions 
of many languages refer—tha “groat 
deluge” and occurred four thousand 
two hundred ycurs ago; when the
